Ex-Mayor Mackenzie Lays the Board 
of Trade Case Before the 
Commission 


K. W. Macxenzie rese to present the 
representations of the board of trade 


regerding the G.T.P. agreemen: be- 
fore the commission yesterday after- 
noon. 


He pointed out that in 1904 the Cana-

TP. The signing of this agreement was 
postponei from time to time. In March 
ef this year another agreement had 
been entered into and signed, bu’ had 
not been made public untiha few days 
ago. It was the opinion of the board 
of trade and others that this agreement 
was not a good agreement. 

Mr. Mackenzie read the clauses of 
agreementr elating to the situation of 
the terminals of the company and the 
repayment of the $100,000 without in- 
terest if the company «should fail to 
carry out the obligations of the agree- 
He said this clause practically 


ment. 
cestroyed the effectiveness of the 
agreement. The company might move 


away and in. paying back the $190,000 
without interest would actually be pay- 
ing less for they would have the use of 
that ‘roney for seme years. 

Referriig to p?ragraph three of the 
agreement about arrangement for 
right of way to the G.T.P. over the 
south thirty-three feet of the C.N.R. 
right of way, it had been found that 
this land had been given, to the C.N.R. 
in fee simple and the city could not 
give the G.T.P. any such right, which 
fercei the city to ‘purchase at great 
an additional right of way which was 
inconsistent with the original inten- 
tion of the ratepayers in, giving only 
3i96,000 towards the G.T.P. Now the 
city would be obliged to pay $75.000 or 
386,000 more fer the entrance of the 
G.T.P. He insisted that the new egree- 
ment should conform to the original 
agreement. + ' 

The chcirman gaid the -board has no 
power, to interfer with terms of agree- 
ment. “The functions of the board, 
aresimply to enforce the railway act.” 

Mr. Mackenzie askec if the commis- 
Bion could deal with the juestion of 
level croseings. The chairman informed 
him a railway can cross a street on

the level only with the consent of the 
railway commiesion. If the railway 
company applies for level crossing that 
will be dealt with by the commission. 
He observed, however, that the agree- 
ment the city had made re level cross- 
ings with the G.T.P. might limit the 
jurisdiction of the commission in this 
particular case. The crossing of a 
street is a matter different from the 
right; of way. 

Mr. Mackenzie next took the clause 
that gives exclusive switching privil- 
eges to the G.T.P. south, of the C.N.R. 
He said this was a violation of the 
contract made with the C.N.R. which 
stipulates there ghall beno monopoly in 
this respect. All the board of trade 
asked was that the prior rights of 
the C.N.R. be respected and that no dis- 
crimination be permitted. He said the 
Gurney Foundry Co. refused to estab- 
lish a branch here because they could 
not have a switch built in to their 
factory from the C.N.R. The C.N.R. 
already had been forbidden to lay 
switches and spur lines.
